POINT. 





The sensational ei|uine contest brought al>out 
by the running of the Brighton Handicap looks 
like becoming an inexhaustible topic among 
horsemen. A noticeable feature in the after- 
math of the great race is the absence of “ifs” 
and “buts” among trainers and owners. Tlie 
honor acliieved by .Jack Point is undimmed by 
the slightest ref1ecti»>n that the race was not 
truly run or that the best horse at the weight 
on that particular day did not win. The plie 
nomenal pace maintained from Hagfall left no 
r<x>m for doubt as to the supreme merit ol 
horse that could keep within hail of the flying 
leaders and then go through and win bo de- 
cisively as the plucky four-year-old son of Sir 
Dixon — Merry Maiden. 

A. L. Aste is lucky in owning such a genuine 
thoroughbred, and doubly lucky in possessing 
ent'iigh astuteness and nerve to realize when he 
has a “g<Mxl thing” and profit by the knowledge. 
In arldition to the .j!10,000 represented by his 
share of the stake on Saturday, he hit the ring 
heavily, and those who did not follow the lead 
are now wondering bow they ever came to play 
any thing else. Brifore the race the same per- 
sons were making sarcastic remarks when the 
“b<H>kies” posted such short odds as 8 to 1 and 
found so many takers that they rubbed out the 
eight and substituted six. 

.Ys matters turned out the owner of Jack 
Point an<l the layers knew more than the reg- 
ulars, who are supposed to have form at their 
finger tips. In their craze to get aboard of Eth- 
elbert. Admiration, Kinley Mack or Imp, they 
passed over the fact that Jack Point, with 120 
pounds up, had won a one mile and a half race 
as recently as July 9. at Sheepshead Bay, in ex- 
ceptional time from MacLeo<i of Dare and 
Decanter. They had also apjiarently forgotten 
that on June 28, also at Sheepshead Hay. the son 
of Sir Dixon, with 101 pounds up, had won a 
race of one mile and a sixteenth from Montanic 
and Maximo Gomez. True, his previous form 
was nothing to boast of, as he had run unplaced 
to Imp and Kinley Mack in the Parkway Hand- 
icap at Gravesend, with a concession of thirty- 
one pounds from the mare. 



His previous performance was al.so discour- 
aging, as in his debut for the season at Graves- 
end on May 28 he ran last in the handicap won 
by Lothario. These early defeats, however, 
were more than ccunterbalanced by his steadily 
improving form at Sheepshead Bay, where his 
dickey leg seemed to cease bothering him. 
Then he trained on with the result that he is 
now a chapter in turf history, and if his under- 
pinning holds good during the campaign he will 
probably bo heard of again. It was a singular 
coincidence that The Kentuckian, another horse 
with doubtful props, should have finished sec- 
ond to Jack Point on Saturday while all the 
hothouse cracks were struggling in the ruck. 

In ordinary circumstances a beaten horse 
loses prestige, but this does not seem to apply 
in the case of the phenomenal old mare Imp, 
who, if possible, is a greater idol than ever. 
Her performance on Saturday, although unsuc- 
cessful, raises her, in the opinion of veteran 
horsemen, to an even higher pinnacle than 
when she broke her way through world's rec- 
ords in her memorable one mile and three-quar- 
ter romp at Sheepshead Bay on June 30. She 
shouldered her crushing impo.st of 129 pounris 
on Saturday like a champion and fought it out 
gamely to the end with the light-weighted pair 
in front of her. while the two stars supposed to 
hold her safe, Ethelbert and Kinley Muck, were 
rolling along in the rear bunch like rudderless 
ships in a cross sea. 

”What happened to Ethelbert?” is a <|uestion 
which was answered in forty different ways, 
but the generally accepted explanation is that 
the horse had been indulged and petted too 
much. Kinley Mack's collapse is accounted for 
by the pace and there is much sympathy ex- 
pressed for his trainer, who had placed him 
successfully in the Brooklyn and Suburban, only 
to see him last but one on Saturday. — N. Y.Sun. 



GO.SSIP OF THE TUKF. 



Mary Black, whose appearance so pleased Mr. 
Larabie, oneof the owners of Kinley Mack, that 
he ordered her bred back to Islington, with the 
result in the shape of the present winner of the 
Brooklyn Handicap and Suburban Handicap. 



Many believe Kinley Mack, the great eastern 
stake winner, hails from Kentucky. This is a 
mistaken idea, as the following extract from a 
California letter shows: 

“Songstress, the dam of Kinley Mack, the 
only horse to win the Brooklyn and Suburban 
handicaps — and it is worth remembering that 
the California-bre<l four-year-old won those 
two important events the same year, within 
three weeks of each other, and, what is more, 
the former over a heavy track and the latter 
over a fast track— was purchased as a yearling 
for L. U. Shippee of Stockton by John Mackey 
of Captain James Franklin of the Kentucky 
Stud of Tennessee, on the advi.se of Eldward F. 
Smith, then secretary of the State Agricultural 
Society, who was attending to all of Mr. 
Shippee's financial and horse business. He it 
was, too, who gave the filly the appropriate 
name of Songstress, as she was out of Malibran, 
who was a daughter of Melodious. The price 
paid was .S700. .At the Shippee dispersal sale, 
where Messrs. Burns &. Waterhouse purchaser! 
Picnic.also named, by the way, by Mr. Smitli.and 
BO much of their present stock, there was quite a 
!>attle for the possession of Songstress, whicli, 
though she had been a failure as a race horse 
(she had been raced at the Bay District track), 
was a grand-looking individual, a bh>od bay 
w ithout a spot of white, and built exactly 
on tlie lines of a typical Englisli thorough- 
ljre<l. She was finally knocked down to Mr. 
Mackey for S2,OCO or thereabouts, wlio thus 
obtained her for himself, and Mr. S. C. Lar- 
abie of Deer Lodge, Mont., but the latter 
was so impressed that he bought her out* 
right from his partner. Bred first to St' 
Saviour in 1891. then twice to Fellowcharm, 
and once to the ill-starred Martenhurst, she 
produced, in 1895, to Islington, the fast filly 



Galopin, who died recently at tlie age of '27, 
liad a somewhat remarkable history. He was 
bred by Mr. Simpson at Diss, and there was for 
a time some doubt as to whether he was by 
Delight, a gocal hor.-ie in liis day, or by Vedette. 
The matter was, however, cleared up, and 
Galopin. duly described as the colt by Verlette 
— Flying Duchess, was sent as a yearling to be 
included in a sale at Middle Park. Here, at 
the earnest suggestion of the late Lord Fal- 
mouth and Mr. C. B. Pitman, who had accom- 
panied him to the sale. Prince Batthyany went 
beyond the limit he had fixed and gave 520 
guineas for the colt, wlio was sent to be trained, 
like the rest of the Prince’s horses, at New- 
market. .As a two-year-old he won five races 
out of six, being only beaten two heads in the 
Middle Park Plate. This was the only defeat 
he ever knew, and as a three-year-old he was 
not beaten at all, winning the Derby in a 
canter, and four other races. His last was a 
mate!] against Lowlander, which created great 
excitement at tlie time, and he would no doubt 
have done equally as well as a four-year-old 
had not his owner found the excitement of run- 
ning him too great and sent him forthwith to 
the stuil.

Some of the side scenes at race tracks are 
frequently as interesting as the panorama in 
front. This is more noticeable since the Brighton 
meeting opened than ever before, and a stroll 
under the stand between the races shows the 
regulars grouped in the coolest spots calmly 
discu.-sing the situation. Monday the front of 
the stage was occupied before the third race, 
by the ex-kings of the pigskin, Fred Taral and 
Willie Sims, trying to pick a winner. It was an 
object lesson for the younger jockeys who are 
wearing diamonds. — New York Sun. 

Messrs. Talbot Bros, have at their farm near 
Paris, 12 yearlings, all by The Commoner, and 
they are said to be as fine looking individuals 
as »)ne ever sees, each of them being nearly as 
big as an ordinary two-year-old. 

The Chicago Jockey Club has notified Barney 
Schreiber that his horses can be entered and 
raced at Hawthorne at his pleasure. 



Tom Hums’ Free Knight— Fautress horse, 
Milwaukee, was dropped into yesterday’s mile 
and a quarter handicap at Washington Park 
with only a hundred pounds on his back, and, 
after being backed from 10 to 1 d»»wn to 5 to 1, 
came home by himself. Milwaukee has always 
been a shifty sort of a racehorse, and from all 
indications he was specially prepared for yes- 
terday’s handicap. 

From St. Louis came a strong contingent to 
back M ilwaukee, and over his win the ring was 
hard hit. 

Master Knight rude Milwaukee and handled 
him to perfection. He got into some trouble on 
the first turn, but kept his wits about him, and 
laying away on the rail, he waited patiently 
until the stretch was reached before he made 
his move. Here the natural spread came, and 
in a jiffy Knight took advantage of the opening 
and shot Milwaukee to the front like a flash. 
From the eighth post home Knight was easing 
Milwaukee, making the horse's win a most im- 
pressive one. 

Sidney Lucas, conceding Milwaukee thirty- 
seven pounds by the scale, ran a smashing good 
race and is, without a doubt, the best three- 
year-old in the west at the present time. He 
was none too well ridden by Boland and was 
carried quite wide at the head of the stretch by 
Florizar. Otherwise he probably would have 
been closer up, but at the weights had no 
chance of beating the winner. 

Out of the fourth race came a most .sen- 
sational finish, Serrano and Clay Poyuter hav- 
ing it nip an<l tuck all through the stretch. It 
was simply a »iue.stion of the nod as to who 
would win, and Clay Poynter proved the lucky 
one. On the latter was Patsy McDermott, who 
at one time was one of the most formidable 
jockeys in the country, an<l his powerful finish 
aided Clay Poynter considerably. Knight, who 
rode Serrano, was sharply criticised for not 
drawing his whip in the final furlong, but the 
boy’s hand riding was much more effective than 
would have been the whip. 

In Golden Age. Green B. Morris, from all indi- 
cations. has a high clas.s two-year-old. He 
picked up 1'23 pounds in the first event, and 
after a long delay at the post won in a common 
canter from Handy Man and Harry Heren- 
deen. 

The second race, which was at a mile and 
seventy yards under selling conditions, proved 
an easy thing for Tappan, on which Bullman 
rode a good race. Tappan was entered to be 
sold for .9500, but his former owner, J. H. Smith, 
boosted him to .$1,000. \V. P. Magrane, however, 
bid the odd fiver and retained the gelding. 

Caywood and Blue Lick proved to be a strong 
combination in the fifth event, and after a bard 
drive through the entire length of the stretch, 
captured the long end of the purse. Josephine 
B. finished second to Blue Lick after l>eiug 
aided by a flying start. 

Zoroaster stepp<>d the mile in tlie last race in 
1 ;40 flat, incidentally beating Bangle and Mr. 
Brown rather handily. Bangle, with top weight 
and Bullman up, set a terrific pace. This na- 
turally made the son of Iroquois — Bracelet tiro 
when the i>inch came. He is a moody horse, 
however, and Mr. Brown bumped him several 
times in the stretch, whicli of cour.se was detri- 
mental to his chances of winning. 

Clay Poynter, after winning the fourth race, 
was bid up from $.500 to .8800 by Ed Trotter. His 
former owner, Tom Berry, stood the raise and 
kept the horse. 

A fine card is provided for this afternoon, 
with the Edgewater Stakes for two-year-olds as 
the principal attraction.
